Nixon  called  the  new  U.S. 
pullout  “another  orderly  step  in 
our  plan  for  peace  in  Vietnam.” 

He  tied  it  to  progress  toward 
training  the  South  Vietnamese 
army  to  replace  American  forces. 

The  50,000-man  reduction 
comes  atop  60,000  troop  cuts 
announced  in  June  and  September 
by  the  administration,  although 
the  President  said  that  statistically 
speaking  the  troop  ceilings  have 
been  reduced  by  1 1 5 ,500  men. 

The  difference  results  from  the 
fact  that  the  Nixon  administration 


began  its  withdrawal  when  the 
American  force  level  stood  at 

542.500,  below  the  then-ceiling  of 

549.500. 

The  numbers  seemed  confusing 
but  the  White  House  assured 
newsmen  that  a total  of  110,000 
men  will  have  been  removed 
under  the  Nixon  troop  cuts  by 
next  mid-April,  which  will  drop 
the  force  level  to  434,000,  lowest 
since  March  1967  when  just  under 
421,000  were  committed  in 
Vietnam. 

Nixon  said  the  United  States 
has  made  no  progress  in  its  efforts 
to  negotiate  a peace  in  the  Paris 
talks  with  North  Vietnam  and  the 
Viet  Cong,  but  said  the  American 


negotiators  would  continue  their 
efforts. 

Nixon  reiterated  his  Nov.  3 
statement  that  “Hanoi  could 
make  no  greater  mistake  than  to 
assume  that  an  increase  in 
violence  will  be  to  its  advantage” 
and  that  he  would  take  “strong 
and  effective  measures”  to  deal 
with  enemy  actions  jeopardizing 
remaining  forces  in  Vietnam. 

The  White  House  declined  to 
say  what  specific  U.S.  response  is 
implied  in  this  warning  but 
indicated  that  it  would  not 
necessarily  mean  halting  the 
return  home  of  American  forces. 

In  reaching  his  decision  on 


further  troop  withdrawals,  the 
White  House  said  Nixon  weighed 
heavily  views  on  the  war 
presented  to  him  by  Sir  Robert 
Thompson,  described  as  a British 
expert  who  helped  defeat 
Communist  guerrillas  in  Malaysia 
in  the  1950s. 

Nixon  said  he  received  a report 
from  Sir  Robert  on  Dec.  3 after 
Thompson  spent  five  weeks 
compiling  a “firsthand,  candid 
and  completely  independent 
report  on  the  situation  there.” 

Nixon  then  quoted  from 
Thompson’s  report  as  saying  a 
winning  position  in  the  sense  of 
attaining  a just  peace  had  been 
achieved.

Bids  In  For  Activities  Center 


McCONKIE 


Bids  are  now  in  for  the  new  Sports-Activities 
Center  which  is  to  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  1971 . 

According  to  Clyde  Weeks,  assistant  director  for 
University  Development,  the  bids  thus  far  have  been 
hi^er  than  previous  estiipations  of  cost  for  the 
buildings. 

President  Wilkinson  currently  has  the 
construction  offers.  He  is  to  select  the  bid  which  he 
fels  is  best  and  then  submit  it  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  their  all-important  final  approval. 

No  Delay 

Unless  the  Board  wants  to  review  the  building 
plans  to  cut  the  costs.  Weeks  felt  that  there  would 
be  no  delay  in  construction  plans. 

He  also  expressed  confidence  in  President 
Wilkinson’s  ability  to  get  the  go-ahead  on  the  new 
facility. 

“If  he  thinks  it’s  right,  he  can  probably  get  it,” 
the  assistant  director  noted. 

He  also  said  that  the  reason  for  the  increase  in 
costs  has  been  the  increase,  in  general,  of  building 
costs. 


It  is  hoped,  stated  Weeks,  that  the  increase  in 
costs  for  the  building  will  not  necessitate  a cut-back 
on  some  parts  of  the  facility. 

Meanwhile  money  is  still  being  solicited  from 
BYU  friends  and  alumni  to  contribute  $1.5  million 
to  the  building  fund.  This  program  is  under  the 
directorship  of  Dr.  DaCosta  Clark,  a prominent 
Provo  dentist. 

Although  the  $1.5  million  is  only  a small  fraction 
of  the  ultimate  cost  for  the  Activities  Center,  the 
money  is  still  needed.  The  rest  of  the  costs  for  the 
complex  will  be  paid  by  student  fees.  No  money 
from  Church  tithes  will  be  used. 

Holds  22,000 

The  Center  is  scheduled  to  hold  approximately 
22,000  people,  with  almost  half  of  the  seats  being 
chair  seats,  if  enough  donations  are  made. 

More  than  just  an  athletics  facility,  the  Center  will 
be  used  for  Devotional  and  forum  assemblies,  fine 
art  productions,  and  other  occasions  when  a large 
amount  of  space  and  fine  acoustics  are  needed.  Also 
scheduled  to  go  into  the  building  are  the  latest  in 
audio  and  video  communication.

Rent  Control  Laws 


Something  has  to  be  done  about  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  housing  here 
at  BYU. 

Nowhere  Is  the  student  safe  from  paying  higher  than  average  prices. 
Sometimes  a student  can  go  without  new  clothes  or  a car,  and 
sometimes  he  can  even  go  without  food.  But,  the  student  cannot  go 
without  a place  to  stay,  and  here  is  where  the  student  pays  through  the 
nose. 

We  must  all  try  to  do  something  to  curb  this  critical  problem.  But, 
some  steps  can  be  too  critical.  The  one  idea  that  most  oeople  have,  and 
the  one  that  can  be  dangerous,  is  legislation  of  a Rent  Control  Law. 

In  all  appearances,  rent  control  is  an  ideal  situation.  Many  of  the 
major  cities  in  this  country  have  such  laws,  why  not  here  In  Provo  to 
protect  the  students?  But,  let's  hope  not,  for  the  sake  of  the  landlords 
and  tenants  alike. 

As  to  the  first  group,  there  is  no  doubt  that  controls  are  bad  news  for 
property  owners.  Looking  at  New  York  City  as  an  example,  costs  have 
risen  several  fold  during  the  past  years  since  World  War  II.  Yet,  rent 
increases  generally  have  been  limited  to  between  15  per  cent  and  33  per 
cent  over  the  same  22  year  period. 

But,  the  one  who  suffers  most  is  the  tenant.  His  rent  may  be  kept 
down,  but  with  outside  costs  rising  year  after  year,  the  landlord  loses 
money;  money  that  goes  into  the  upkeep  of  the  apartment. 

With  no  upkeep,  the  apartment  deteriorates.  With  deterioration 
comes  abandment.  Then  the  building,  in  time,  is  condemned. 

Just  because  rent  control  is  a bad  idea,  it  doesn't  mean  that  we 
should  just  sit  back  and  get  soaked  by  Provo  landlords. 

Get  together  and  talk  to  your  landlords  and  see  if  you  can't  work 
things  out  between  yourselves.  If  you  feel  that  nothing  can  be 
accomplished  this  way,  call  upon  the  school  administration  and  discuss 
your  gripes. 

Use  this  paper  as  a forum,  a sounding  board,  and  get  interested 
people  to  join  together  and  see  what  can  be  done. 

Rent  Control  may  not  be  the  answer,  but  there  is  a way.

This  article  is  a good  example  of  “green 
editorialism”  or  an  attempt  to  get  on  the  pollution 
band  wagon  without  regards  to  the  facts.  The 
comment  “The  legislature  won’t  pass  any  excessive 
corporation  taxes,”  seems  to  indicate  a desire  to 
drive  industry  out  of  the  state  of  Utah. 

The  statement  “Geneva  Steel  has  been  pouring 
millions  of  acre-feet  of  slag  and  other  waste 
materials  into  Utah  Lake  for  many  years  now”  is  an 
outright  fabrication.  Geneva  Steel  slag  is  on  Geneva 
property  and  to  my  knowledge  has  only  been  placed 
in  Utah  Lake  for  improvement  to  the  Orem  and 
Provo  boat  harbors  as  gifts  from  Geneva  Steel. 

The  comment  “Why  is  the  entire  eastern  shore  of 
Utah  Lake  now  ‘off-limits’  to  water  contact 
sports?”  implies  Geneva  Steel  responsibility. 
However,  all  authorities  and  studies  report  the 
reason  for  suggesting  that  Utah  Lake  is 
contaminated  is  of  human  and  animal  wastes. 

Geneva  Steel  had  the  first  sewage  treatment  plant 
in  Utah  County  and  presently  operates  two 
treatment  plants.  Water  released  to  Utah  Lake  from 
Geneva  Steel  is  of  better  quality  than  Utah  Lake 
water  in  most  categories. 

The  observation  that  Geneva  Steel  has  an  adverse 
effect  on  the  scenery  is  a matter  of  opinion. 
However,  the  statement  “But  between  the  scenic 
view  and  the  highway  lies  Geneva  Steel,  not  a spot 
of  color,  not  one  flower  or  shrub,  nothing  but  a 
stark,  black,  smoke-stained  eyesore”  is  anything  but 
the  truth.  Farms  adjacent  to  Geneva  Steel  raise 
profuse  crops,  the  main  office  building,  pipe  plant 
office  and  nitrogen  plant  office  all  on  Geneva 
property  are  well  landscaped  with  lawns,  shrubs  and 
trees  and  the  buildings,  after  years  of  exposure  are 
attractive  and  pleasant. 

In  regards  to  air  pollution,  the  recognition  that 
Geneva  Steel  has  installed  and  is  operating  modern 
control  facilities  is  gratifying.  However,  the 
emotional  irresponsible  statement,  “At  night, 
though  miles  away,  indigenous  residents  downwind 
are  treated  to  the  stifling  stench  of  gases  escaping 
from  the  plant.  There  is  an  ever-present  haze  which 
hangs  over  the  valley,  causing  eyes  to  water  and 
"breath  to  come  in  short  gasps  on  warm  days,” 
would  be  refuted  by  thousands  that  work  or  live  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Geneva  Steel. 

If  THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE  wants  to  report  on 
pollution  at  Geneva  Steel,  please  come  out  and  visit 
the  steel  plant,  make  your  observations  and  report 
the  truth.  There  may  be  more  pollution  in  the 
written  word  than  in  any  other  media. 

It  is  my  observation  that  Geneva  Steel  wants  to  be 
a good  neighbor,  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the 
state,  pay  a fair  tax,  provide  employment,  make  a 
product  that  people  will  buy  and  provide  some 
profit  to  pay  for  expansion  and  a dividend  to  the 
owners.

Y Wins  Beehive  Invitational

A depleted  and  injury-ridden 
BYU  swimming  team  came 
through  with  the  roar  of  a harried 
Mountain  Cat  to  surprise  and 
completely  overcome  an 
Olympic-iadened  Colorado  State 
team  and  perennial  conference 
champion  University  of  Utah  to 
saunter  away  with  their  third 
consecutive  Beehive  title. 

The  Cougars  swept  to  five  first 
place  finishes  in  the  10  events  to 
post  a total  score  of  107  points  in 
comparison  with  CSU-99,  U of 


U-97,  Wyoming-48,  Weber 
State-34  and  ISU-32. 

Colorado  State  University  and 
the  University  of  Utah  were 
picked  as  pre-season  favorites  to 
fight  it  out  for  the  conference 
laurels  this  year.  Coach  Art  Solow 
of  CSU  acquired  the  services  of 
Ralph  Hutton,  one  of  the  world’s 
outstanding  swimmers.  He 
finished  second  in  the  1500-meter 
and  third  in  the  400-meter 
freestyle  at  the  1968  Olympic 
Games  in  Mexico  City. 

Hutton  is  also  the  National 
record-holder  in  the  500-yard 
freestyle.  CSU  also  sports  two

The  University  of  Utah,  with 
five  returning  All-Americans,  has 
finished  second  behind  BYU  in 
this  meet  for  the  past  two  years. 

CSU  Won  400-Relay 

The  first  event,  400-yard 
freestyle  relay,  began  with  the 
anticipated  results  of  the  meet 
when  CSU  took  a very  convincing 
first  followed  by  Utah  and  BYU 
in  second  and  third. 

The  2D0-yard  backstroke  relay 
saw  BYU  exchange  places  with 
Utah  to  finish  second  behind 
CSU.  But  the  200-yard  butterfly 
relay  turned  the  tables  on 
everyone  as  the  Y took  two 
successive  firsts  in  that  event  and 
the  next.  This  jumped  the  Cats 
into  a tie  for  first  place  with  CSU. 

The  800-yard  freestyle  relay 
marked  the  end  of  the  first  half  of 
the  meet.  The  half-way  mark 
found  CSU  in  first  place  with  56 
points,  followed  by  the  Y with  54 
and  Utah  with  50. 

The  second  half  began  with  a 
resounding  victory  for  the 
Cougars  as  they  fashioned  a first 
place  finish  in  the  200  yard 
medley  relay  with  the  help  of  a 
record-breaking  performance  by 
Tom  Fairbank. 

The  tall  and  lanky  blonde 
swimmer  from  Sacramento,  Calif., 
turned  in  a fantastic  50-yard 
freestyle  in  anchoring  to 
overcome  CSU  in  the  closing 
yards.  Fairbank  carded  a 20.6 
split  in  the  first  25  yards  of  his 
anchor  leg.  The  U.S.  record  for 
that  distance  is  20.7. 

BYU  took  two  seconds  in  the 
400-yard  medley  relay  and  the 
200-yard  freestyle  relay  before 
capturing  firsts  in  the  final  two 
events  to  head  off  CSU  and  the 
surging  Utes.  Jim  Whytlaw  and 
Cyril  Buscke  led  the  Cats  to  the 
diving  laurels  with  a combined 
score  of  484.40  to  refute  the  Utes 
by  1 5 points.

Security  Problem 

Floorwalkers  Check  Bookstore 


Cartography  Classes  Soun<

To  Security  and  Roger  Utley, 
manager  of  the  BYU  Bookstore, 
they’re  “floorwalkers.”  To  the 
would-be  shoplifter  they’re 
nothing  but  trouble. 

The  floorwalkers  are  young  men 
who  are  charged  with  the  internal 
security  of  the  bookstore.  They 
are  the  store’s  first  line  of  defense 
against  shoplifters. 

According  to  Lt.  Robert 
Kelshaw  of  BYU  Security, 
between  one  and  three  shoplifters 
are  apprehended  each  day. 

The  floorwalkers  attempt  to 
close  the  flow  of  unpurchased 
merchandise  out  of  the  store  by 
constantly  circulating  through  the 
different  departments.  They 
watch  for  “suspicious  persons” 
and  they  are  often  tipped  off  by 
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the  clerks  to  keep  an  eye  on 
certain  individuals. 

When  a person  is  observed 
taking  something,  the  floorwalker 
keeps  him  under  surveillance  until 
he  leaves  the  store. 

A new  Utah  law  allows  stores  to 
stop  a suspected  shoplifter  before 
he  leaves  the  store.  As  yet,  the 
bookstore  has  not  done  so. 

When  the  shoplifter  leaves  the 
store,  the  floorwalker  stops  him 
and  takes  him  to  the  manager’s 
office.  At  this  point  BYU  Security 
is  notified. 

The  shoplifter  is  made  aware  of  - 
his  rights  as  prescribed  by  the 
recent  Supreme  Court  decision. 
He  is  then  asked  to  empty  his 
pockets.  If  he  refuses,  and  he  has 
the  right  to  refuse,  they  wait  for 
Security  to  arrive. 

When  the  officer  arrives,  if  the 
suspect  is  male,  he  is  searched  and 
any  merchandise  he  has  on  his 
person  then  comes  to  light. 

Up  to  1 5 items  have  been  found 
on  one  shoplifter  at  one  time. 
Utley  reports  that  the  most 


expensive  items  stolen  are  the 
small  cassette  tape  recorders. 
Though  no  one  is  quite  sure,  it 
appears  the  most  unusual  theft 
had  to  be  of  one  ski. 

The  store’s  yearly  inventory 
disclosed  the  fact  the  store  had 
only  one  of  a pair  of  skis.  What 
happened  to  the  other  ski  is 
unclear. 

Once  the  accused  is  taken  to  the 
Security  Office  he  is  again  told  his 
rights  and  if  he  signs  a statement 
waving  those  rights  he  is 
interviewed. 

Then'  Security  sends  him  to 
University  Standards  where  it  is 
decided  what  is  to  be  done  as  far 
as  punitive  actions  are  concerned. 
Or  if  the  individual  wishes  he  can 
take  the  case  to  court,  but  these 
cases  don’t  usually  go  that  far. 

A surprising  number  of  girls 
shoplift.  About  40  per  cent  of  the 
shopUfters  are  girls.  According  to 
Utley  the  vast  majority  of  those 
who  attempt  to  steal  items  have 
enough  money  on  their  person  to 
buy  what  they  take.

Many  of  our  technical  staff 
continue  graduate  studies  under 
company-sponsored  cdticational 
programs.  Each  year,  advanced 
degrees  arc  earned  this  way. 
Su]3port  for  fellowship  programs 
has  steadily  increased.  In  1959, 
three  Ph.D.  and  15  M.S.  Fellows 
were  supported  by  Hughes - 
Fullerton.  During  the  1969/70 
school  year,  29  Ph.D.  and  50  M.S. 
Fellows  arc  being  supported. 
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Current  actix'itics  include:  pliascd-array  frcqticncy-scanning  radar 
svstems;  real-time  general-purpose  computers;  real-time 
programming  and  systems  software;  displays;  data  ju'occssing; 
satellite  and  surface  communications  systems;  missile  systems; 
and  tactical  command/control  systems.
